which frequently leads to sudden 
death.

‘Thought for the Week 
THE BEST OF MANNERS: 


Christians should have the best 
Their genuine love 
for God and man prompts their 
gentle; courteous and kind be- 
havior. As Christians they are 
ambassadors for God and Christ 


and thus hold the highest station 


there is in life. This should be 
reason enough to stimulate them 


‘to proper courtesy. But it has 


pleased God to make of them "a 
theatrical spectacle to the world, 
both to angels and to men.” He 
has put them on exhibition. There- 
fore, their lives, with their every 
action, are under constant obser- 
vation and criticism. They are 
living examples to the honor or 
dishonor of God. 


Jesus was the perfect gentle- 
man. Not once did he err in his 
manners. He practiced perfectly 
the divine rule of ’do to others as 
you would have them do to you.’ 
Those who watched Him, listened 
to Him, heard His words of wis-. 


-dom, and saw His mighty acts and 


graceful manner were filled with 
astonishment. His good manners 


-did not come from rules laid down 


in etiquette books written by 
men, but sprang frdm a_ sincere 


heart and by his cultivating and 


putting into practice from youth 


‘the righteous principles of Al- 
~ -mighty God, especially His law of 
~ Jove. - Matthew. 13 :54-56. 


Good manners find their roots 


& ‘in the love of God and the love of 
‘man, They cost nothing and are 


worth everything. Manners, 


‘strangely enough, are oftentimes 


timely words fitly spoken. To say 


_ the right thing at the proper 
moment if an art. It must be 


natural, from the heart, to be 
beautiful. It must be spontaneous 


‘and sincere if it is to be accepted. 


Otherwise, it will sound flat, in- 
sincere, and it will most likely be 
considered flattery, which is an 
insult and not a compliment. 


"A beautiful behavior is better 
than a beautiful form; it gives a 
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higher pleasure than statues and 
pictures; it is the finest of fine 


arts.” Just as it is possible to be. 


wise without possessing the wis- 
dom of this world, so, too, it is 
quite possible to be well mannered 
with little or no knowledge of 
those rules and forms of worldly 
books on etiquette, which are at 
best only a substitute for com- 
mon sense. Rules of etiquette may 
change like fashions and are dif- 
ferent in almost every nation, yet 


good manners are the same. 


throughout the world. 

Vanity, a sour disposition, a 
longing for sympathy, and a want 
of good common sense are the 
chief sources from which bad 
manners spring. Vain people want 
others to think highly of them, 
yet they seldom think of others. 
Their thoughts are always on 
themselves. Vanity leads to self- 
consciousness. To be thoughtful 
of others, to give attention to 
their feelings, is the essence of 
politeness. But an ill-mannered 


person is often loud, boastful and 


proud in the praises of himself 
and his family. Also, ill-mannered 
is he who boasts of his achieve- 
ments in business, looks down 
upon people who are less fortunate 
than he, and, as a rule, cannot 


refrain from having his joke at 


the expense of another’s reputa- 


tion. 


Some think themselves so well- 
born, so clever, or so rich, as to 


be above caring what others say . 


and think of them. They take 
their position as a_ license for 
rudeness. They are an insult to 
themselves and those who asso- 
ciate with them. There are others 
who show contempt for their 


neighbors in various impolite , 


ways: for example, by not being 
properly dressed in their presence, 
by not being clean in body and 
mind, or by indulging in repulsive 
habits. Paul warns Christians not 
to associate with such, because 
”bad associations spoil useful 
habits.” 


A well-mannered man is court- 
eous to all kinds of men and under 
all conditions. He is respectful to 


his "inferiors” (children, mental- | 


ly ill, less fortunate, etc.), as well 
as to his equals (his brothers) 
and those he regards as his 
"superiors” (servants in special 
capacity, rulers, kings and  gov- 


ernors). His good manners are— 
not reserved for the few who can 


pay for them, or who make them- 
selves feared. Like the warm sum- 
mer sun his kindness and court- 
esy are for all alike. 

Knowing the 
good manners, the apostle Paul 
reminds Christians: Only behave 
in a manner worthy of the good 
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news about the Christ”; "doing 


’ nothing out of contentiousness or 


out of egotism, but with low- 
liness of mind considering that 
the others are superior to you, 
keeping an eye, not in personal 
interest upon just your own mat- 
ters but also in personal interest 
upon those of the others.” Peter 
tells why Christians must so be- 
have: "Maintain your  coduct 
right among the nations, that, in 


the thing in which they are 


speaking against you as evildoers, 


they may as a result of your right ~ 


works of which they are eyewit- . 


nesses glorify God in the day for 
His inspection.” 


This proper behavior is, in es- : 


sence, good manners. It is the art 
of knowing how to live with one 
another in peace. It is that polite- 
ness that stems from a_ love of 
God and neighbor. Seas

-- and many things have happen- 
ved to us and to the industry in 
that time that you might be in- 
‘terested in. 

I’d like you to understand clear- 
ly that I have no. intention of 
Jeaving you with an impression 
either of pessimism at our future 
outlook, or of optimism. This is 
intended to be a serious and real- 
istic appraisal of a few of the 
‘problems we face, looked at 
neither "through a glass, darkly,” 


' mor through rose-tinted glasses. 
The problems are there -- we re-, 


cognize the full weight of their 
challenge -- and we intend to meet 
‘the challenge squarely, keeping 


Lago he-Ithy and at the same 
time helping to keep Aruba 


healthy. : 

-To begin with, I’d like to talk 
about our competitive position, 
which is a "live or die” factor. 
We can have the best employees 
‘and the best stills and make the 
best oil and have the best ships 
‘to deliver it in -- but if we can’t 
find people willing to buy the oil 
-- that is, to buy it at prices giv- 
ing us enough profit to keep all 
those things "the best” -- then 
‘we're out of business. 


That isn’t especially unique 
with us, of course. It is the nature 
of almost any business that you 
moust have something people want 
‘and you have to sell it at prices 
such that while your competitors 
get some of the business, you 


yourself get a big enough share 


so you can continue to pay wages 
and the rent. 

What is noteworthy about the 
situation, however, is that com- 
petition for the petroleum market 
has become more intense than at 
any time in the nine years since 
World War II, and we expect it to 
become still more intense.

So it is not only our busi- 
ness that they are cutting in on, 
but also the most valuable portion 


of our business. And in many 


cases they are competing with 
loaded dice.” Many are national” 
refineries, owned by, the govern- 
ment itself, partly as a matter of 
national pridé and partly to con- 
serve foreign currency by buying 
less oil from outsiders like us. The 
resultj/gof course, is that running 
a profitable operation, as private 
industry knows it, is of only minor 
concern to them and increases the 
stiffness of their competition. 


A few figures will serve to il- 
lustrate the scope of the problem. 


‘Europe as a whole; had refinery 


runs of 200,000 barrels a day only 
nine years ago; by 1954 its refine- 
ry runs have zoomed up to 1,800,- — 
000 barrels a day, a tremendous: 


’ increase. Europe used to be one of 


our best customers. In 1947 more 
than a third -- 34 per cent -- of 
our products went to Europe; by 
1950 this had declined to 22 per 
cent, and by 1954 had nose-dived, 
still further to 12 per cent. Eu- 
rope, with its long tradition of in- 
dustry, was out ahead of many 
other areas in expanding its pe- 
troleum-refining facilities, but 
now others in the list I just named 
that were wide-open markets be- 
fore, like India. South Africa, and. 
the major South American coun- 
tries, are also moving in the same 
direction with the newest and 
most efficient equipment. Bear in 
mind that most of what I have 
been talking about is new con- 
struction in, areas that before had 
little or no refining industry -- and » 
does not take into account the 
steady expansion in areas that al- 
ready had refineries. 


WHAT THEN? 


At this point I can almost hear 
you thinking: ’In the face of all 
this how do you! expect to keep 
operating? What is going to hap- 
pen to your throughput? Aren’t 
you "crying doom” after all?” 


No. The picture has dark areas, 
but it is not all black. One part of © 


_the answer is that Lago has good 


equipment, much of it built when 
construction costs were much low- — 
er than they are today; .it has 
good employees, strongly interest- 
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ed in operating the equipment ef- 
ficiently, with an eye open always 
to cost consciousness and to safe- 
ty; it is part of a great company 
that is strong and progressive. 
Another part of the answer is 
the steady increase in the world’s 
need for oil since World War II. 
In 1946 the world (excluding Rus-

sia and its satellites) consumed 
7,100,000 barrels of oil per day. In 
1953, world consumption was 12,- 
500,000 barrels per day, an in- 
- erease of about 75 per cent. A way 

- of stating this is that about one- 
and-a-half Lago refineries were 
-added each year to cover the de- 
mand. Another fact from which we 

’ ean take some encouragement is 
that, even after rapid gains in 
‘some areas, oil consumption in 
most countries outside the USA is 
still very low. For example, in 
1952 each person in the United 
States used, on the average, 17 
barrels of oil. But the average for 
all other nations was only ONE 
barrel per person in a year. Even 
an industrial country like the 
United Kingdom used only three 
barrels per. person, while India, 
with 400,000,000 people, consumed 
less than one-tenth of a barrel per 
-eapita. i 

These facts -- the increase in 
demand and, the potential future 
demand -- give some encourage- 
‘ment but are certainly no guaran- 
tees of prosperity The oil business 
grew fast after the war, and new 
refining capacity grew fast right 
along with it -- in fact, outgrew it 
-- until today in the free world 

there is nearly 2,000,000 barrels 
‘per day of refining equipment 
that is spare capacity -- that is, 
built but not needed or used to 
‘meet today’s demand. And this 
extra capacity, a threat of poten- 
tially more competition, continues 
‘to increase. d : 

Still further preventing the in- 
‘crease in demand from being a 
guarantee’ of prosperity is the dis- 
location, the shift, of supply 
‘points. Europe’s need for oil, as I 
mentioned, has risen astronomical- 
ly, but so has its ability to pro- 
duce for itself, shutting us steadi- 
ly further out of that valuable 
market. 

So far we have been successful 
in meeting the competition, and 
the look-aheads that can be made 
by our marketing people and 
statisticians seem to indicate that, 

_ while we will have _ increasing 
trouble selling our higher priced 
gasoline, our throughput for the 
next few years is likely to stay 
well up near the level it has held 


for the past few years. What the. 


- hard facts | have related in the 
last five minutes mean is simply 
‘that we are becoming a steadily 

--smaller factor in the world © oil 
market -- that our business is 
Jess assured -- that we will be 
depending more and more on spot 
or emergency business, the tem- 
porary failure of a_ national re- 
‘fining operation or the landing of 
a particular batch of business 
‘that for some reason no one else 
wants or can supply as readily as 
we can. 

What those facts mean also is 

‘that our crude runs will swing 
even more wildly than they have 
“in the past -- this year, for ex- 

_ ample, from runs of 492,000 bar- 
“rels per day in January to mid- 
year runs that are expected to be 
as low’ as 320,000, or a difference 
of 172,000 barrels per day. Such 

_ tremendous swings create’a whole 
:array of problems that are “com- 


paratively new in our operations 
-- the possibility of temporary very real problem of maintaining

IRAN 


Going further afield for a moment, 
you may be interested in the com-- 
petitive aspects of lIran’s returm 
to activity; Iran with its very 
productive fields and its great 
Abadan refinery -- which up to the 
expropriation in 1951 was the only 
refinery in the world bigger tham 
Lago. While the flood of oil com- 
ing again from Iran isn’t to be 
brushed off as competition, on the 
credit side is the increasing use of 
oil it is estimated that world-wide 
consumption will continue rising, 
at least for the next few years, at 
about five per cent per year. 

As you undoubtedly know, the 
Iranian government last year made 
an agreement with a_ ,,Consor- 
tium,” a group of eight oil com- 
panies to operate the fields and the 
refinery. In the group are Dutch, 
British, French, and American 
companies,. including our own 


Parent company, 


This group has guranteed to the 
Iranian government that the total 
amount of oil exported from the 
country, delivered to the refinery, 
and delivered to a government- 
owned company will be not less 
than 300,000 barrels per day the 
first year, 490,000 barrels per day 
the second year, and 600,000 bar- 
rels per day the third year. After 
that the amount will be set by the 
actual supply-and-demand trend 
for Middle East oil. The group has 
also agreed to strive for refinery 
runs of 130,000 barrels per day 
the first year, 205,000 the second 


_year, and 260,000 the third year. 


THE FUTURE 


These, then, are. just a few of 
the sobering problems we face to- 
day, perhaps magnified somewhat 
since the last time’ we met. For all 
their weight, for all their challenge 
we see Lago continuing -- maybe 
not so large a part of the world 
oil business as it has been in the 
last ten years, because that busi- 
ness is growing and we are not -- 
but still to be reckoned with. 

The world is such these days 
that no prediction is safe on much 
of anything except that the sum 
will rise again tomorrow. Bearing 
that in mind I may say that 
if we can stay on an even keel, 
we have strong hopes of main- 
taining operations at somewhere 
near the present average level at 
least through 1960. 

Our problems are not insur- 
mountable... but they will demand 
all the strength of our parent com- 
pany, and all the skills and loyal- 
ty of our Lago management and 
our Lago employees to work them 
out. 
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NEWS OF LAGO LAGO DEEPENS HARBOR 


Thirty years ago an oil-ship- 
ping terminal was opened in a 
quiet, protected blue lagoon out- 
side the village of San Nicolas. 
A deeper channel was cut through 
to the sea and two small tankers 
busied themselves with hauling 
crude oil from Lake Maracaibo 
to Aruba for transshipment. The 
tiny harbor, dead since phosphate 
shipments stopped in 1909, had 
come back to life and was 
destined to grow great. 

Today, this same port known 
to worldwide travellers of the sea 
as San Nicolas Harbor’ has come 
to rank as one of the world’s 
largest ports both in number of 
vessels calling. here and cargo 
tonnage handled. 


During 1954 a total of 3762 
’ ships called at San Nicolas Har- 
bor. They came in under flags of 
29 different nations including one 
from Switzerland. Late last month 
one of San Nicolas MHarbor’s 
visitors flew the flag of National- 
ist China. The ships that went in 
and out of the harbor last year 
represented a gross tonnage of 
over 30 million tons. They hand- 
led 307,762,128 barrels of crude 
and finished products. 

Lago’s harbor is a key point in 
the operation of the _ refinery. 
Raw materials and finished pro- 
ducts of Lago’s business must 
pass through San Nicolas Har- 
bor - there is no other way. The 
sea is Lago’s only avenue of 


‘the dredge ”Curacao”. 


transportation. The harbor’s be- 
ginning in 1925 was that of a 
terminal for transshipment of 
crude to refining centers of the 
world. Two years later con- 
struction of the refinery began. 
San Nicolas Harbor kept pace 
with the refinery. As the refinery 


grew, so did the harbor. From a 


small port with a single pier and 
one entrance, it has grown to be 
a giant in the world’s great har- 
bors boasting 19 berths and two 
entrances. The West Entrance 
was cut through to the sea in 
1937. 

To keep its facilities abreast of 
current transportation trends as 
well as refinery development, the 
port is currently being dredged 
so that the world’s largest tank- 
ers can negotiate San Nicolas 
Harbor. On Nov. 12, 1954, a 
dredge of the Royal Netherlands 
Harbor Works began the bottom- 
scraping job that will increase 
the port’s depth to 40 feet. With 
this depth Lago Harbor will be 
accessible to the  plus-37-foot 
draft ships the size of the ’’Tina 
Onassis” with a capacity of 375,- 
000 barrels. 


"Grinding into the coral bottom 
of the harbor day after day is 
The 800- 
ton unit is anchored both port 
and starboard in positions deter- 
mined by shore bearings.

trol the movement of the dredge. 
Contrary to some thought a 
dredge does not dig in one place. 
It sweeps from side to side and 
moves forward - at the rate of 
about two and one-half to three 
feet at a time. The lines ‘from the 
dredge are attached to tremendous 
winches. When the starboard 
winch takes up, the port slacks 
allowing a swing to the right. The 
follows giving an even 
pattern to the scraping of the 
ocean’s floor. 

But while the motion of the 
dredge on the surface is an all- 
important factor, it is the action 
underneath that concerns Super- 
intendent Jan Hofman and _ his 
complement of 50 workers. This 
work is being done by mammoth 
buckets - 44 of them - attached 
to a belt that sends .them on a 
continuous journey into the har- 
bor floor. Each bucket weighs 
about one ton and can hold near- 
ly a Gubic yard of spoil. Made of 
steel, they have manganese. steel 
lips capable of standing up under 
the constant scraping against

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HINTS ON PHOTOGRAPHY

The Flash 


One of the most important dev- 
elopments in photography is the 
modern flashbulb. The flashbulb 
of today permits the photographer 
to carry his own lighting with 
him and it therefore opens up al- 


‘most unlimited picture possibili- 


ties. 

“The flashbulb is, essentially the 
same as an ordinary light bulb 
except that it is filled with oxy- 
gen, and around the filament is an 
accurately measured quantity of 
‘aluminum foil. When the current 
passes through the lamp the fil- 
ament ignites and the aluminum 
foil burns instantly in the oxygen. 
The aluminum burns so quickly 
that it emits an exceedingly short 
and intense flash of light; and 
this is what is known as FLASH. 

There are different types of 
flashbulbs, and each has its spec- 
ifie use. For close-up work or por- 
traits you can use the small mid- 
get type, and for outdoor, wide- 
coverage or sport pictures you can 
use the larger type. 

The simplest way to use flash is 
by open flash. All you do is set the 
camera on a tripod and set the 
shutter on B or T, have your sub- 


_ ject ready, open the shutter, flash © 


the bulb and close the shutter. 
“That is all you need to do and your 
picture is ready, just as simple as 
that. It is good to note that the 
exposure is determined by the 


‘flash and the film is exposed only 


as long as the bulb is burning,

How to use the above table. 

Let us say your camera is loaded 
with Plus-X film, your subject is 
17 feet from the lamp, you have 
a No-5 bulb, and you want to 
shoot at 1/200 to stop action. 
Now you want to know the f/ 
number. First, find the rating of 
your film (Plus-X is 32), now 
look at the table and you will 
find 135 as your guide number. 
Now divide this: guide number by 
the distance and you have your 
f/number: viz: 135 divide by 17 
is 8, thus your exposure for this 
picture is 1/200 at £/8. 

If you work corstantly with 
the same flashbulb and one regu- 
lar film, you should be able to 
memorize the guide number and 
determine the f/number without 
referring to tables.

This exposure is fast enough for 
most ordinary shots and interior 
pictures but inadequate for mov- 
ing objects where short exposures 
are needed to stop action. To take 
action shots we need a device that 
will open the shutter at the exact 
instant the bulb is burning 
at its brightest and _ close 
it after the exposure is made. 
Such a device is called a flash 
synchronizer. There are many 
types of synchronizers, but the 
most popular is the built-in type 
used on all amateur cameras 
having between the lens shutter. 

Taking a picture with synchro- 
nized flash is just the opposite of 
the open flash system. With 
synchronized flash you can set 
the shutter at any desired speed 
and the use of a tripod is not ne- 
cessary because the camera could 
be held in the hand with short 
exposures. i 
Determining exposure with 

synchronized flash 


It is impossible to use an ex- 
posure meter with flashbulbs, the 
only practical method is exposure 
tables. These tables give a guide 
number of each bulb for the film 
and shutter speed used. 

Guide numbers for G. E. flash-
